Vargsnia 


Sixty-five workers were moved during the week from Northampton County into 
Accomac County. <A total of about 250 workers will be needed until about 

October 1. Tse orice of beans has slowed picking materially, and it is doubtful 
that additional migrants will be Meeded. Migrants wanting work who are passing 
tarougn Accomac might stop at the placement office tnere and inquire about 
employment. No crews should be sent in from any great distance. 


Marvland 


Sherman reports that there are now 1,000 migrants in Maryland in four of the 
Bastern Shore Counties. All sre emploved and no more are needed, Only two 
camps are open. The Pocomoke Camp has 232 occunants, the Somerset Camp aes only 
one small crew. About one month of work now remains for migrants. 


Pennsvivania 


D. WwW Atkinson reports that Pennsylvania does not now need more migrants. 
However, ne is making a final check’ and will watch the fruit and notato areas 
closely to see if there are anv renlacements reouired. No additional crews © 
should be sent in without first telephoning Mr. Atkinson. The number is 711, 
Extension 281, State College, Pa. 


New York 


About 10 davs ago tie county agent from Hrie County accompanied Nealy to 
Marvland and offered employment to migrants who were finishing their current 
contractse Six of tne crews contacted containing 229 workers have now been 
checked in ilew York. These migrants have met the last of the season's need 
and no more should be’sent in. Seymour Vaughan has written Bill Hillman of 
Marvland, "s.....You certainly did show what real cooveration between States 
means, .
